-But we think th»t heiJUiy 
Bleeping rooms are those into which the 
gun can Bhme during several hours ol 
the day, and from which vitiated aura 
con tally paw and pure air come in. We 
contend that cold sleeping rooms are 
more healthy than warm ones for aU 
persons who possess the normal amount 
of health and power of resistance; 
warmth always increases the amount of 
exhalations from the hinge and emana- 
tions from the body. These two sources 
of vitiated air are always generating 
carbon gases at once unpleasant to the 
sense of men and deleterious to the 
healthy, if its per cent, is much larger 
than that which pure and normal air 
contain. And then hot air, and even 
warm renders the mucous membrane of 
the respiratory organs tender and sus- 
ceptible to the influences-of "oil tne 
winds that blow." During the hours of 
day we need only a certain amount ol 
outer warmth, depending upon the 
amount of heat we generate by con- 
suming nuti o ous and easily digested 
food, and by inhaling a proper sup- 
ply of pure air 
To all intenls and 


purposes air is food 
The very act 


of mastication mingles air with all we 
eat 
It aids the process of digestion 


and all other processes in the animal 
economy. The colder air may be the 
more oxygon it contains and tlie more 
vitality it impaite 
A multitude of per- 


sons awake in morning hours without 
having had refreshing sleep, simply be- 
cause they are compelled to breathe 
warm and vitiated air 
Opening the 


windows and freely admitting the morn- 
ing air, however cold it may be, removes 
the weariness induced by inhaling warm 
and vitiated air 
Either extremes of heat or cold, when 


we are asleep, may bo harmful, but cold 
w much less apt to harm onr health than 
warmth. Cold air w usually more pure 
and invigorating thiin •« aim. In warm 
seasons we feel weak and weary, and are 
right glad to (eel waves of cold an com- 
mg 
We, ouisehes, always sleep with 


the fresh, outer air hastening into our 
dormitory all night long 
Cold air, 


or night air, when tie are awake or 
fast asleep, invigorates our frame and 
imparts strength of mind and activity 
of body. 
It increases our appetite 


and strengthens our digestive forces 
Every one who wishes to impiove m 
health should secure a large supply of 
cold an during his hours of sleep 


We do not take cold from exposure to 


freezing mr, if that air be dry, but we do 
conhact a cold by exposme to damp and 
clnlly air 
Oui experience is, that 


sleeping in warm and unventilated 
rooms is uncomfortable and unhealthy. 
Any one may know that the exhalations 
froln the lungs emanations from the 
body arc never so copious as when we 
aie in warm rooms. The cry against 
cold sleeping rooms should be expended 
npon damp and chilly ones. Dry and 
cold air is always healthy. We send 
persons far gone in consumption to Min- 
nesota, because the air is cold and dry.

Small clothes were in fashion, and only 
reached to the knee, where they were 
ornamented with silver buckles of large 
size the legs were covered with long 
gray stockings; the boots had broad 
tops, with tassels; shoes were some 
worn, ornamented with straps and silver 
buckles. The women had black silk or 
satin bonnets, gowns extremely short- 
waisted, with tight sleeves, or else verj 
short aleeves, with an immense frill at 
the elbow. The ministers wore large 
gowns and powdered wig*.

DOHB TBCi ^ATOBHOLD OVER? 


It is Unfortunate that the question 


of holding on election for a f nil line of 
•city officers should have been sprang 
at thin time. The general incorpo- 
ration act, which was adopted by our 
city at the special election held last 
April, is undoubtedly obscure as to 
the matter of setting its provisions in 
motion in cases where a change is 
made from a special" charter to the 
general low, and there have been 
numberless disputes throughout the 
state arising from circumstances 
such •» ire are placed in just now. 
W* do not call to mind, however, a 
siggii instance in which the courts 
hatraikiihat vacancies were created 
in general city offices by the adop- 
tion of the general charter, except 
when the change occurred at the 
time fixed by the terms of the latter 
for electing the officers in question. 
The city of Springfield famishes a 
case in point just now. At the re- 
cent municipal election the voters of 
the city decided by a large majority 
to reorganize under the general law, 
and on the same day elected a foil 
complement of officers as provided 
for by their special charter. The 
mayor (MeCreery) was a candidate 
for re-election, and was defeated by 
a small majority, bnt is holding over 
under the advice of a no lens emi- 
nent lawyer than ex-Gov-. Palmer. 
The ease has gone into the courts, 
and there is every prospect that it 
will drag its slow length along for 
the next twelve months, obstructing 
business of all kinds, and casting a 
cloud of uncertainty over every act 
of the city government 
The ques- 


tion is, therefore, whether the city 
of Deeatnr can afford to try an ex- 
periment that can only result in tur- 
moil and litigation. 


The advocates of the scheme to 


elect officers to-morrow point to the 
opinion of Attorney General McCart- 
ney, which is given elsewhere in to- 
day's paper, as proof of the sound- 
ness of their position. It may be 
remarked that we hnvo no moans of 
knowing what statement of facts 
was presented to the attorney gen- 
eral upon which he baaed his opin- 
ion, and that therefore that opinion 
should have no more weight than 
the opinion of any other lawyer who 
knows nothing about the case. We 
have before us a letter written by the 
same officer in June. 1SSI, upon the 
question of holding an election in 
November for certain county officers, 
whose terms - as was alleged— were 
extended by an net of the legislature 
in violation of section 2X, article I, 
of the constitution -the same section 
wbioli is quoted by the advocates of 
a new city election. 
Taking this 


section for a text Mr. McCartney, in 
the letter before us, argues against 
the holding over of the officers in 
question, and in favor of a new elec- 
tion whether the proper authorities 
call one or not. It is sufficient com- 
ment upon this argument to observe 
that when a case was brought before 
the supreme court to test the ques- j 
tion, that tribunal differed with Mr. 
McCartney, holding that no elect:on 
could !>e held, and, as everybody 
knows, these officers are ''holding 
o/er" to-day, and will continue to do 
so nntil their successors are chosen 
in November next - the timo iixed by 
the constitutional amendment which 
was adopted by vote of the people. 
The case of our city officers is analo- 
gous in every ros|x>ct. In that of 
the county officers the legislature did 
no* extend their terms, but the peo- 
ple themselves did so by the highest 
exercise of their sovereign \ ower, ex- 
pressed through the ballot. In the 
case of our municipal officers the 
people likewise voted to adopt the 
general charter, tho provisions of 
which do not contemplate an elec- 
tion for mayor and general officers 
nntil the third Tuesday of April.

Mr. Arthur recently said to Con- 


gressman Bayne, of Pennsylvania, 
with some positiveness of manner : 
"You must remember, sir, that while 
you are the one that recommends, I 
am the peron who appoints, and am 
the one upon whom the Tesponsibil- 
ity for the appointment must rest. 
There seems to be a feeling among 
members of Congress that each one 
must establish himself a sort of Dep- 
uty President, and control with arbi- 
trary hand all appointments in their 
respective districts. I have humored 
this tendency for a time, bnt now 
such foolishness must stop. I have 
been influenced in making my ap- 
pointments by Senators and Repre- 
sentatives so far. The result of this 
is, I have made some very unsatis- 
factory nominations. 
Hereafter I 


shall be guided by my own judgment 
in the cases. When I am asked to 
select new men for places, I shall 
only take the recommendations of a 
Congressman the same as from other 
leading public men." 


THE emigration from all the Irish 


ports in the year 1881 was less than 
that of 1880 by 17,138, the total for 
1881 having been 78,719. All ex- 
cept 102 of these 78,719 were natives 
of Ireland. Leinster furnished 10,- 
232 of them, Munster 21,752, Ulster

SAN FRANCISCO, April

Call to morrow will publish a letter 
from Dr. H. C. Ledyard, an Ameri- 
can now in Siberia, to a friend in 
this city. At Irkoutsk Ledyard met 
Lieut.' Danuenhaner who gave him 
interesting details of the loss of the 
Jeannette, from which the following 
extracts are made: Since the first 
fall, when they were caught by the 
i«e in trying to reach "Herald" 
Island, they never took a coarse, bnt 
were held as in tho jaws of death, 
squeezed till every timber quivered, 
turned this way and that, thrown, 
floating and then caught again, and 
every hour in suspense, never know- 
ing when the ice would close upon 
them a little more and the deck 
would have sunk beneath them. 
Throughout this strain they were 
well and trying to be cheerful, work- 
ing very hard, for with the engine 
and men they were barely able to 
keep the water out. They had to 
pump for a year and a half. On 
June 11,1881, the crisis came. The 
ship showed greater straining than 
before, the deck quivered, and inex- 
plicable* movements warned them. 
They prepared their boats and made 
their camp beside tho vessel. She 
roso and turned in her cradle till the 
yards touched the ice; then tile rig- 
ging gave way and the masts lav- 
prostrate. At 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the floe -parted and all went 
down. A cry of alarm called all to 
escape from the crevice in the ice. 
It opened just through the captain's 
tent, and then began the retreat. 
For twenty-nine days they struggled 
southward, and 300 miles of broken 
ice were thus passed over.' Four 
miles a day was thought to be good 
speed. After one of a series of four 
teen days they were twenty-seven 
miles further north than at first. 
While walking over the ice dragging 
three boats, they discovered Bennett 
Island, to explore which they spent 
three weeks of their precious snin- 
mpr days and expended much of 
their limited supply of food. To this 
detour those who survived attribute 
much of their suffering and the death 
of the commander with nineteen 
men. After three months of this 
perilous and exhausting work they 
came to blue water, and then, with 
fair winds, took a course for the 
month of the Lena river. Melville's 
boat was stove against a block of ice. 
The captain's boat lost her mast and 
sail. The captain landed with all 
well, but abandoned the boat as the 
water was shallow and they could 
not make the channel of the river.

Mr. Mills 
spoke with much earnestness and quite 
logically for over an honr, and went for 
the whisky traffic and its evils from a va- 
riety of standpoints, winning' considera- 
ble applause as he progressed. It was 
a carefully prepared effort, and its deliv- 
ery displayed Uie fact that the young gen- 
tleman has given the question much ear- 
nest thought 


After a song by the choir the meeting 


organized for business by electing D. L. 
Bnnn chairman, and P. W. Williams sec- 
retary. While the chairman was wait- 
ing for some one to make a motion quite 
a number of persons who had occupied 
chairs at the rear of the room came for- 
ward that they might have a better op- 
portunity of hearing and seeing every- 
thing that might transpire. 


The exercises opened by Capt Post of- 


fering a motion that the mass convention 
proceed to nominate a temperance candi- 
date for Mayor, and after the motion had 
received a second, Mr. E. P. Tail got the 
floor and proceeded to expound the law us 
he understood it on the all-important 
question. He said there was no provis- 
ion in the general law adopted April 19, 
1881, to warrant the temperance people 
in pursuing such an unwise conree as 
was proposed. It could only prove a 
mistake and a blunder, causing divisions 
and litigation. 
The general law reads 


that a mayor, city clerk, treasurer and at- 
torney shall be elected on the third Tues- 
day in April, 1877, and ever}- two years 
thereafter, and therefore there is no pro- 
vision for the election of these officers on 
an even year. The present incumbents 
hold over until their successors are duly- 
elected and qualified, and the attempt to 
oust them in the ma'nner proposed could 
only result in trouble among the people 
and in the courts; and the matter getting 
into the court could not he finally deci- 
ded by the Supreme Court until its 
meeting in January, 1883—about time for 
another election! 
And for this reason 


and many others Mr. Vail was emphati- 
cally opposed to the adoption of the, mo- 
tion. 


Capt. Post was the next person to be 


recognized by the chairman. Theveteran 
lawyer began by stating that of course 
Mr. Vail wns opposed to the motion. Ho 
was "in the ring," being one of the em- 
ployed attorneys of the council, and had 
given his legal opinion on the question 
against calling an election for mayor and 
other officers. Then the captain declared 
that the present officers held their places 
illegally, having been legislated out of of- 
fice by the adoption of the general incor- 
poration law less than a year ago. In 
support of his argument the captain ignor- 
ed the 28th section of Article 4 of the 
constitution of 1870, which reads: "No 
law shall ltd passed which shall operate 
to extend the term of any public officer 
after his election or appointment" This, 
the captain asserted, was paramount lawi 
and no enactment of the legislature could 
violate it. The speech of the captain was

Both Recovered and the Thieves |ln the 


Indiana Penitentiary. 


It will be remembered by REPUBLICAN 


readers that on the 24th of last Septem- 
ber Patrick Ward's team of horses, worth
